Chicago, Nov. 5——Women  suffraxe 
leaders rejoiced last night when belat- 
ed returns indicated that votes for 
women had been apparently granted

| franchise to women in all seven states 
t concerned. 
| Montana and Nevada, according 
latc\t returns, granted votes to wo- 
men, while Nebraska showed such a 
smell vote against the proposal that 
the women claimed the state Mis- 
souri, Ohio and North and South Da- 
ikota refased to grant equal suffrage, 
ithe majority against granting the 
franchise increasing with the size of 
the ponulation concerned. 
| In Montana where workers of the 
; American Woman Suffrage association 
made heroic efforts to win the ballot, 
the vete was so close that the official 
count will be necessary to decide the 
| outcome.

Paris is Manned by Women 
(Correspondent in Collier's Weekly.) 

———As you descend into the Met- 
ropolitan Subway station, a woman at 
the ticket office serves you. When you 
go downstairs a woman punches your 
ticket—a pretty woman, efficient but 
rather sober, !n her glazed  vizored 
cap and smart uniform, who smiles 
and says: “Hurry up, the last train Is 
just leaving!’ Woren guards push 
the side doors together-——only the con- 
troller is a man. On the trams wo- 
men take your money, make change, 
and pass over your ticket. For a few 
days the passengers en§dyed the no- 
velty and the women's inexperience, 
but if a look of uncertainty crossed 
her face, everyone was ready to help 
her with advice or information, to tell 
her the names of the streets, even to 
ring the bell for her and pick up 
dropped fifty-centime pieces. 

The Seciete Generale, the great co- 
operative banking company of France, 
has Jost almost 75 per cent. of Its em- 
ployees. But the wives and daughters 
and sisters of its porters and,clerks 
have donned black frocks embroidered 
with the company’s monogram and 
reopened its doors. In newspaper 
offices the porters are all women. Wo- 
men clean the streets at night, and 
wornen have begun to drive the taxi- 
cobs. Women of all sorts—govern- 
esses, stenographers, shopkeepers, 
even—are leaving Paris every day to 
assist on the farms of France.

“We have seen more rain in the last 
two weeks than we sce in Canada in 
six months and that's a great differ- 
ence,” they sald. “It is 20 miles from 
the old English town of Salisbury tuo 
the camp, The last ten miles are over 
roads which are one continuous mud- 
slide. The big motor transport wagons 
havehave churned the tracks to,sludge 
poodling a foot deep.

Are Great Letter Writers 

Twelve thousand letters a day aro 
se ntout of camp, directed to Canada 
The principal things wanted by the 
Canadians are pens, ink and paper with 
which to write home. They are the 
greatest leter writers of the British 
army, The little tables are crowded 
with men who are forever directing 
envelopes with “Canada” written at 
the bottom, though some put “U, 8S. A.” 
there instead, The men sometimes de- 
mand things which the canteen is ap- 
parently unable to supply—tcoth pow- 
der and paste, for instance. Thousands 
of tins have been sold in the marque 
and the little shops have been estab- 
lished. Prices are kept very low and 
the Canadians are surprised at what 
they can buy for a shilling. They are 
very fond of chocolate but when they 
ask for chewing gum they do not get 
it ,for there is none to be had, 

Cough Mixtures Unknown 

They buy a great deal of brass polish 
for the buttons on their uniforms and, 
as many of them have colds, owing to 
the wet, they are forever asking for 
patent cough mixtures common in 
Canada, but whose very names are un- 
known in England, 

There are only two women in the 
whole camp of 32,000. They take 
charge of the shop in the green marque 
at l’ond Varm and serve out chocolates, 
candles, soap, handkerchiefs and 
towels, The men have bought many 
little oil stoves to warm themselves 
with as they sit in their tents, 

Rowdyism Almost Unknown 

Visitors to the camp have been struck 
by two things, besides the continuous 
mud. The first is the good class of 
men represented in the Canadian con- 
tingent—theid cducation and social be- 
havior and their pleasant and cheerful 
manners, Rowdyism apepars almost 
unknown, and they are neither cock- 
sure or unduly meek. Respecting them- 


selves, they look for respect from 
others, and they get it. 
The second point noted. is on the 


quality of the horses they have brought 
over. They are different from the 
English breeds, seeming lighter and 
quicker on their feet.
